Sale of Distilling Stock 
Halted, Appraisal Said 
Too High. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—()— 
The securities and exchange commis- 
sion, as an offshoot of its campaign 
against stock swindling, today cracked 
down upon the allegedly false apprais- 
al of property in connection with the 
issuing of stock. 

An order was issued by the com- 
mission stopping the sale of the stock 
of the Haddam Distilleries Company, 
Moodus, Conn., on the ground of its 
appraisal, made by Standard Appraisal 
Company, of New York, was “inex- 
cusably careless.” The commission

The distilling company sought to 
register $250,000 in stock. Registru- 
tion requires that a company describe 
a proposed issue fully before the com- 
mission.

WORK INSURANCE 
TO BE FNANGED 
BY PAY ROLL TAX 


Levy Regarded as Most 
Equitable Way To Sup- 
port Program Backed by 
Administration. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—(4)—A 
direct tax on industrial pay rolls lies 
at the heart of the new unemploy- 
ment insurance plan now being worked 
out for presentation to the next con- 
gress, 

The amount of the tax, the method 
of application and the channels 
through which it would be diverted to 
those who lose their jobs were said 
today to be still undetermined, but all 
of the plans being. considered by the 
president's economic security commit- 
tee were described as hinging upon 
a pay. roll tax. 

ne of those familiar with the 
study said the pay roll tax had been 
regarded as the most equitable man- 
ner of obtaining funds for the opera- 
tion of an unemployment. insurance 
system, 

Within two weeks the plan will be 
put into shape by the committee for 
presentation to President Roosevelt 
and subsequent transmission -to con- 
gress. Senator Harrison, democrat,

president today. said the finance com- | 
mittee, of which he is chairman, | 
would. convene early in December to’ 
begin work on the bill. 

Harrison Sees Passage. 

“T am confident the next congress 
will pass an unemployment insurance 
bill.” he said. 

Since taxation is involved, how- 
ever, the bill must be considered by 
the house ways and means committee 
and acted upon by the house before 
going to the senate. Any action by 
the senate committee prior to the as- 
sembling and organization of the 
house in January would be a prelim- 
inary study. 

Various preliminary studies of tax- 
ation are contemplated before the ses- 
sion opens, A ways and means sub- 
committee, given special investigative 
authority by the expiring congress, 
will assemble soon after the Norem- 
ber 6 elections to begin seeking new 
taxes to substitute for old ones that 
will expire early next year. 

Amounts that have been discussed 
in connection with the taxing of pay 
rolls for unemployment insurance 
have ranged from 1 to 5 per cent. 
Burdett G. Lewis, director of the 
American Welfare Association, told 
a state meeting in Denver a few days 
ago that 1 per cent would be the 
figure. Tle estimated it would raise 
$200.000,000. Secretary Perkins ree- 
ommended a 5 per cent tax to the last 
congress. 

Not Retroactive. 

The fund to be derived from such 
a tax would be used for persons who 
lose their jobs after the insurance 
plan is put into effect. Those now 
unemployed would not benefit. 

Several phases of the British un- 
employment insurance plan are likely 
to be incorporated in recommenda- 
tions. 

Whether the plan would be operat- 
ed federally. by states, or on an even 
more local scale yet rematns to be de- 
termined. Twenty-eight states now 
have unemployment insurance’ sys- 
tems.

IVORY-BILLED WOODPECKERS. 
Whether or not ivory-billed wood- 
peckers still exist in Georgia is an 
question in my mind. I have 
places where they should find 
conditions ideal, and I have seen no 
ivory-bills. I have had people tell 
me that they bave seen ivory-bills in 
certain places, but neither I nor any 
of my associates have ever been able 
to confirm these rumors. We have 
found plenty of the lesser bird called 
the pileated woodpeckers, but no ivory- 
bills, 

Extinction is inevitable, I believe, 
in the case of the ivory-bill, for it 
is a bird of dense woodlands, exceed- 
ingly wild by nature and fleeing the 
haunts of man. That is perhaps the 
thing that will allow us to save it, 
at least for a while, by setting aside} 
for its use some tremendous tracts of | 
forest where it will be safe from dis- | 
turbance. 

This bird is easily the largest of | 
the woodpeckers of this continent. A) 
set of measurements on one series of | 
these birds gave the length of the adult | 
from 18 to 21 inches. There is a | 
fiery red crown in the male whic) 
is black in the female. There is a} 
Z-shaped band of pure white begin-| 
ning on the cheek below the eye and | 


extending backward and ~ upward, 
thence sharply downward to the re- 
gion of the shoulders, where it turns 
abruptly and meets a similar line 
from the other side in the middle of 
the back. There is also a white blaze 
on the wing. The rest of the plumage 
is shiny, blue-black. The bill is near- 
ly three inches long and ivory-white 
in color. Look out for the species, 
and above all things do not kill the 
first specimen you see, if you ever see 
one. Give the bird a chance! 
Pileated Woodpeckers. 

The pileated woodpecker is a bit 
smaller than the ivory-bill, even to 
the casual eye. but before the steel 
ruler the discrepancy is at once ap- 
parent. There are striking differences 
in the plumage, too. For example, 
there is no broad white band meetinz 
on the back. The crest in the fe- 
male is red, whereas it is black in 
the ivory-bill female. The bill has not 
that startling whiteness that the larger 


and infinitely rarer species shows. 


have come to know the pileated 
so well that I am positive I shall 
never mistake it for the ivory-bill, 
even though there have been times 
when I tried to metempsychose one 
of these birds under my scrutiny inta 
its more regal relative.

Reynolds, Donaldson Believe 
Revenue Proposal Not 
Practicable for Atlanta. 


Sale of sewage sludge as a source 
of revenue for the city was discount- 
ed Monday by Alderman F. H. Reyn- 
olds, chairman of the sewage ¢Commit- 
tee, and Clarke Donaldson, chief of 
the construction department. The 
matter will come up for consideration 
at a meeting of the sewer committee 
at 2:30 o'clock this afternoon. 

Sludge sale was recomménded last 
week in an audit of the construction 
department made by the Audit Com- 
pany of the South, but engineers here 
say such a plan would be entirely 


impractical. 

The auditor's report, signed by 
Charles J. Metz, president of the audit 
company, pointed out that Milwaukee 


realized $289,000 last vear from cote 
while Atlanta received only $706. It 
was suggested that the sale of the 
sewage sludge be investigated as a pos- 
sible source of greater income here. 
“I am surprised Mr. Metz would 
pick Milwaukee as an example be- 
cause it has the most talked-about 
and discussed plant in the country,” 
said Mr. Donaldson. “The operation 
of the Milwaukee plant is entirely 
different from Atlanta. It has ac- 
tivated treatment of sewage, while At- 
lanta has Imhoff tanks for sludge. 
“The Milwaukee plant cost $10,- 
000,000 and doesn’t make more than 
$1 a ton on its fertilizer. Atlanta 
makes more than that selling a little 
at 50 cents a ton,” he asserted. 
“Fiven at that price we can't Sell 
much,” the chief engineer declared. 
“What Mr. Metz should do is find or 
suggest a market for Atlanta's sludge.” 
Donaldson said he would present ex- 
act figures at the meeting this after- 
noon as to what it cost Milwaukee 
to produce its fertilizer from sludge.

Hitler Takes Over 
Built Up by Capital and Labor 


St Si 
Huge Fund 


BERLIN, Oct. 29.—(4)—Plaintive 
protests reached Dr. Hijalmar 
Schacht, minister of finance, and 
Franz Seldte, minister of labor, to- 
day from prominent captains of in- 
dustry concerning the decree which 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler signed Oc- 
tober 24. 

Its full significance has dawned 
upon the interested parties only now 
and they are realizing that, by this 
decree, the nazi party, through the 
German labor front, is made the sole 
owner of a_ vast fortune totaling 
many million marks, which once be- 
longed to the employers’ associations 
and the trade unions. 

In the Wilhelmstrasse it was inti- 
mated that neither Dr. Schacht nor 
Seldte knew anything about Hitler's 
decree until they saw it in the news- 
papers. Unlike other decrees, it bore 
only Hitler’s signature and none of 
any other cabinet minister. 

Political sources said Robert Ley, 
minister of trades unions, had put 
one over on Schacht and Seldte and 


had consolidated his position which, 


for a time. had seemed endangere! 
by Schacht's pro-capitalistic utter- 
ances. 

Informed spokesmen said the busi- 
nessmen’s protests would:-have no 
effect on the situation. 

Hitler’s decree stipulates: “The 
property of these former organizations 
(employers’ and workers’), including 
their mutual air associations, invest- 
ment funds, and economic undertak- 
ings, constitute the property of the 
German labor front.” 

The decree, therefore, not ‘only le- 
galizes Ley’s seizure of trade union 
headquarters, workers’ co-operatives, 
labor banks, labor newspapers and 
plants affected May 2, 1933, but also 
places him in control of the costly 
property of the employers’ federa- 
tions, comprising the vacation homes. 
sumptuous offices, residenees of of- 
ficials, the fresh air farms, and in- 
surance funds. 

Ley’s maneuver is but one in a 
series of strokes and counter-strokes 
in the struggle hetween the capital- 
istic and anti-capitalistic wings of the 
nazi government.

LIFE The first sign is in industrial production. The first super- 
seasonal increase in that line since April is shown this 

month. However, that sign is not as important as it sounds, be- 

cause it is due largely to the rebound in textiles after the strike. 

Inside figures indicate automobile production in October will 
be 30 per cent below September. The motor boys are getting 
ready“*for new models. The temporary decline does not mean much, 
because total automobile production so far this year is about 40 
per cent above last year. 

Iron and steel are showing no real improvement. Lumber is 
not doing anything. Its code authority is thinking about a 15 per 
cent reduction in stocks for next year. Electric power production 
improved in October, reflecting new activity in smaller factories. 

The induStrial production situation still screams for attention to 
the bogging heavy goods industries. 


EMPLOYMENT What happened to employment in September 
was the textile strikes. Secretary Perkins has 


already done the alibiing for the low figures. She pointed out that 
textile employment dropped 246,000, while all other employment 
increased 110,000. 

That is true, but what Secretary Perkins did not say was that 
the increase in all other émployment was due mainly-to the increase 
in rétail trade. That line improved 7 per cent. 

The plain fact of the matter is that half of the industries showed 
employment decreases in September. 

In other words, Miss Perkins had to beat a long way around the 
bush for her favorable factor. In fact, she had to leave the factory 
employment bush entirely and go into the retail trade rose garden. 


PRICES The inside on the price situation is that the psycholog- 
ical effect of the drouth influence has been passed, but 
the real drouth influence has not yet begun. 

The peak passed the week of September 8, when the level was 
77.8. Farm and food prices are still up, but others are decreasing. 
There has been strong pressure on manufactured goods, due to the 
breakdown of the NRA. 

The real effect of the drouth on food prices will be felt later 
in the winter, when shortages develop in certain lines, particularly 
meats. Your beef and pork chops are going to come high. 


BUILDING There is no inside to the building situation except 

that the government is still carrying what hod there 
is. Sixty-three per cent, of all building still is being publicly fi- 
nanced. 

The modernization program is accomplishing something, but not 
much, from the vast standpoint of the national building industry. 
A survey of 776 cities showed that permits for alterations in Sep- 
tember were up 14 per cent over a year ago. The estimated cost 
of these alterations was up 27 per cent. 

At the same time, the number of new building permits was off.

In view of the seriousness of the 
situation the British and Americans 
devoted all their time to discussion 
of the Japanese phase of the confer- 
ence and did not take up technical 
differences in their own plans, which 
are understood to be formidable. 

Although the Japenese have not 
supported their demagds with figures, 
they have flatly told the other two 
powers what they want. 

1. Principle of naval equality must 
he recognized. This would automatical- 
ly abolish the old 5-5-3 ratio system. 

2. There must be a reduction or 
abolition of what they term offensive 
ships. 

3. A maximum limitation or world 
tonnage system must replace the rativ 


system. 
Must Be Accepted. : 

Oriental delegates have made it 
clear that these principles must be 
accepted before a compromise can be 
considered on technical points, such 
as definitions of “defensive” ships. 

Any change in the Washington 
treaty would mean alterations in exist- 
ing collateral pacts, chiefly the nine- 
power and the four-power Pacific 
pacts. The Americans want to avoid 
any important alterations. 

It was learned the American dele- 
gation feels that Japanese public 
opinion has been inflamed to think 
that the Washington treaty discrim- 
inates against Japan.

“Canada sends us a quilt pattern, 
and when I tell you the design is 
a leaf, I do not need to tell you 
the name of that leaf. Of course, 
you all know it is the maple. This 
same leaf, however, has had an hon- 
orable life in quilt making for years. 
It may he called. the tea leaf. Or if 
the leaf block is sv placed that four 
stems radiate from the center as 
four blocks are pieced together 70 


squares and triangles, As a rule the 
stem of the leaf or the foreleg to 
which the paw is attached are pieces 
that have been appliqued. 


“This quilt is pretty when the whole 
top is an allover with nothing but 
slender joining strips putting the 
blocks together. It may be so arrang- 
ed that the leaves on one half of the 
quilt go one way and on the other 
half go in the opposite direction. 

“This line of division extends 
straight down the middle of the bed, 
lengthwise of the quilt. 

“The pattern reached me through 
the generosity of Miss Lavania White- 
law, of Whitney, Ontario. 

“Even though the picture as you 
see it in the paper today shows the 
four leaves made of different pattern- 
ed materials, I think you might well 
make all] the leaves of the same kind 
of green. Or you could use a va- 


riety of small patterned green prints. 
But I would not make as great a con- 
trast in dark and light patterns for 
leaves as shown here. This is done 
to give you the effect, and not as an 
example to be followed. When one 
leaf of any one block is so much
